It  was  distinctly  and  forci- 
bly read,  and  commanded  the  closest 
attention.  A  brief  history  of  the  sci- 
ence was  given,  reference  being  made 
to  ranny  well  known  musicnl  compos- 
ers. Its  power  mid  influence  upon 
the  world  was  shown,  its  value  in  pub- 
lic school,  and  its  Invaluable  aid  in 
bringing  about  a  higher  civilization 
and  refinement. 

The  Essay  upon  "Lives  and  their 
Lesson* ',  by  Annie  Eliza  Chubuck, 
showed  that  every  life  has  a  moral  or 
lesson,  nnd  that  the  biographer  gives 
this  truth  to  the  world.  The  essay 
was  n  finely  written  one,  and  was  well 
read. 

The  Oration  ol  Ernest  J.  llrown 
upon  "The  Secret  of  Success"  wns  an 
able  production  nnd  was  delivered 
with  force  and  expression.  Columbus 
by  his  |K>r»evernnce  gave  the  New- 
World  tn  us,  Cicero,  battling  manfully 
against  the  defects  of  nature  became 
Hie  world'*  greatest  oratnr.  Ncwlon, 
by  years  of  p.ulcut  and  persevering 
toll  gave  to  the  world  the  pendulum, 
originally  suggested  by  the  swinging, 
to  and  fro,  of  a  chandelier  in  the  c» 


thedral  at  Pisa.  Kepler,  toiling  over 
interminable  columns  of  figures  more 
than  seventeen  years  gave  to  science 
the  three  grand  laws  which  are  the  ba- 
sis of  all  astronomical  calculations. 

The  Oration  upon  "The  Christian 
Statesman,"  by  Mabel  Cole,  was  de- 
livered with  a  force,  grace  and  dignity 
well  worthy  of  the  noble  life  and  char- 
our  martyred  Garfield. 
Cole  was  stimulated  on  this 
by  a  successful  effort  in  a 
Prize  Declamation  the  previous  day, 
excel  all  her  former  ef- 
forts. During  the  entire  delivery  of 
:ellent  oration  the  utmost  quiet 
prevailed,  every  eye  being  riveted 
closely  upon  her.  She  well  merited 
in  her  appearance  and  style  of  delivery 
the  deep  sympathy  of  the  audience, 
very  evidently  given  her. 

The  Class  History,  given  by  Miss 
Annie  E.  Chubuck,  presented  a  brief 
summary  of  facts  concerning  the  class, 
and  gave  the  twenty  names  of  those 
who  originally  entered  with  them,  but 
five  of  whom  were  here  to-night 
graduates.  Mention  was  made  of  those 
who  had  been  members  of  the  School 
Committee  during  '.he  time  the  class 
of  '82  had  been  in  the  school ;  refer 
ence  being  very  feelingly  made  to  the 
late  Joseph  O.  Cole,  Esq.,  who  had 
been  a  member  of  the  school  board 
for  fifteen  years  ;  to  Rev.  II.  B.  Hib- 
ben,  who  was  so  universal  a  favorite 
with  the  scholars ;  to  the  three  young 
men  Andrew  O.  Waterman,  C.  Lin- 
coln Litchfield  and  Henry  R.  Prouty, 
who  were  the  first  graduates  of  the 
Scituate  High  School  under  the  origi- 
nal three  years' course  of  study,  hav- 
ing received  diplomas  in  tSSo,  paying 
them  a  highly  complimentary  tribute 
for  their  influence  upon  the  school 
and  for  the  high  scholarship  they  at- 
tained; and  also  to  the  recent  valu- 
able addition  to  the  school  of  philo- 
sophical and  chemical  apparatus  and 
books  of  reference  to  the  amount  of 
SaaJ.oa. 

The  "Undergraduates  Farewell,"  by 
Fred  T.  Bailey,  set  forth  the  pleasant 
relations  that  had  existed  between  the 
graduates  and  the  other  members  of 
the  school,  and  gave  good  counsel  as 
of  friend  to  friend.

With  this  term  Mr.  S.  A.  Snow  com- 
pletes the  seventh  he  has  bad  charge 
of  the  Hign  Schoot ;  and  the  exer- 
cises of  this  evening  showed  to  the 
citizens  the  character  of  the  work 
that  has  been  done  in  the  school,  and 
must  surely  lead  to  increasing  in- 
terest in  its  prosperity,  and  additional 
appropriations  of  money  to  give  it  the 
best  facilities.

A  finished  oration,   in  iluc  propor- 
tions, pronouuccd  by  a   roaster  of  the 
art.  is  uo  more  an  extemporaneous  ef- 
fort thau  was  "Fnradise  Lost."  Its 
method  and  preparation  and  the  gran- 
diose slyln  of  delivery  arc  all  studied, 
liVc  Boolb's  UnmlcL  Such  were  alnayi 
the  oratious    of    Demosthenes  nod 
Cicero.    Such  were  Burke's  :  aad  such, 
wc  may  add,  have  been  all  the  really 
great  orations  into  whoso  origin  wo  can 
penetrate.    We  don't  ycl  kaose  bow 
Governor  Long  makes  bis  p«rlcct  posies 
of  alter  dinner  speeches,  with  all  their 
noirer*  ol  rhetoric  set  in  d 
bat  some  time,  we  presume,  wc  shall 
know.    Kvcrett    followed   the  classic 
models :  aod  trom  the  balaaced  slruc 
lure  of  his  scnlcacej  dowu  to  the  vary- 
ing Iodcs  of  bis   voice,  dowa  to  the 
pathetic  use  of  a  handkerchief  as  fine 
as  a   dond,   he   was   leltcr  perfect. 
Webster's  preparation  was  a   kind  of 
prolonged  brooding  over  the  subject, 
lie   mastered  it   by   slow  cogitation, 
turning  it  in  mind  in  all  interior  lights, 
while  phrases  slowly  formed  themselves, 
and  points  were  fixed,  mid  illustr alions 
crystallized,  and  biats  of  grand  images 
aad  apostrophes  came  like  dim  spirits 
at  his  call.    The  oration  was  potential- 
ly dene  withont  putting  peu  to  paper. 
Mr.  Everett  relntcs  thnt  the  night  be- 
fore Webster  rcpliod  to  llaync,  ho  felt 
anxious   for  bis  friend's  success,  and 
called  npon  him  to  ask  about  his  pre- 
paration.   Mr.  Webster  cxhihited  bis 
notes  ;  they  were  iipoa  a  piece  of  jiapcr 
the  size  of  his  palm.    The  enect 
matter  of  history.    The   speech  was 
well  reported  for  the   National  lutel- 
li^nccr,  but  whoever  will  look 
report  and  compare  it  with  the  oration 
as  it  stands  ia  Mr.  Webster's  work; 
w ill  sec  with  what  care,  and  with  wb« 
masterly  literary  art,  tho  great  orator 
olaboratcd  and  polished  his  grand 
tenevj.  WchMcr's  speeches  grew  :  they 
w  ere  not  made.    Wendell  Phillips  cai 
not  be  wholly   indifferent   to  literary 
art ;  hut  be  values  it  as  a  mi 
not  as  an  cud.    One  ejn  see  that  he 
considers  the  nice  rcfiacments  ol 
as    filnsree    work,   aad   a  professed 
phrasemonger  as  a  very  uuimportaot 
person.    With    him    language    is  a 
ni-ans  of  cslnhfishing  truth  nnd  carry- 
ing coaviction.    We  cannot  speuk  by 
authority,  but  wc  presume  that,  though 
he  makes  some  preparation,  tbc  trench- 
ant phrases  and   tbe  brilliant  illustra- 
tions come  in  their  matured  form  at 
tin  aiomcnt  they  are  uttered, 
curious  coiacidenoe  that  the  great  friend 
ol'thc  Irish  race  is  10  characteristically 
Irish  iu  temper  and  gcaius.    Tbc  Irish 
uaturolly  admire  him,  pertly  because 
of  his  old  Iricrulship  lor  O'Conncll,  but 
more,  wc  think,  because  his  fervid  el- 
oquence touches  tbc  ready  sources  of 
sympathy,  aad  produces  the  rapid  and 
resistless  emotions  iu  which   this  im- 
aginative race  delights.    When   be  is 
aroused,  metaphors  and  tropes  are  tbc 
spontaneous  products  of  his  mind,  and 
the  torrent  of  bis  impassioned  words 
'  reminds  us  ol  tbc  woudcrfnl  cloqi 
that  di.tiaguished  the  last  of  tbc  Irish 
parliaments. — ["Boston   Saturday  Ga- 
zette.

This  seems  tbo  prc- 
scotbarrier  to  its  more  general  intro- 
duction into  homes.    Wo  bavo  not  yet 
learned  that  n   family   may  pay 
many  things — health,  temper,  coui 
mothers' time — infinilely  more  vi 
able  thau  monoy .

Tbc  Prussian  const  of  tbc  Baltic,  be- 
tween Memel  aud  Konigsbcrg.  yields 
more  amber  than  any  other  locality, and 
it  is  from  this  source  that  Ibe  great  de- 
mand for  tbe  material  in  the  cast  is 
supplied.  Originally  Konigsbcrg  did  a 
vast  business  in  amber,  having  sorao 
seventy  turners,  hut  Dnusic  is  oow  the 
chicl  scat  of  that  industry  oud  notably 
of  tho  mnnulact  ire  of  mouth-pieces  for 
pipes.  In  old  times  the  g~and  musters 
of  tbe  Teutonic  Ordci  cujoyed  n  monop- 
oly iu  tho  amber  trade  ;  ibca  it  passed 
to  tlic  crowo,  aud  very  stringent  regu- 
lations were  enacted  to  prevcut  its  iu- 
friugctucut.
